The conference 
scheduled a convention to be held within a year to found 
a new national socialist-oriented youth organization,

We are the Marxist - Leninist Youth Organization 
devoted to political and educational movements 

whitch may arise in our separate communities. We 

are for socialized medicine, peace, equality, and 
integration. We are not ashamed of being Marxist - 
Leninists, we are proud of it because it is right. 
Ali our movements will be toward the left and toward 
socialism, 


A second source advised on September 13, 1960, that 
the Central Committee of the Young Marxists would consist of 
LYNN PHILLIPS, WILLIAM KILDALL (temporary chairman), KAE 
HALONEN, WANDA HUBBARD, and JOHN HEALY. 


A third source advised in November, 1960, that BILL 
KILDALL, KAE HALONEN, and WANDA HUBBARD were members of the 
Communist Party (CP) and JOHN HEALY was a member of the District 
Committee and District Board of the Northwest District Communist 
Party. 


According to the first source, BILL KILDALL stated on 
December 17, 1960, that it was official that the Marxist - Leninist 
Young Adult group was allied with the CP as the CP had contributed 
$90,00 to the fund to send delegates to the Youth Conference in 
Chicago, 


The first source stated that a meeting of Young Adult 
Marxist-Leninist groups was held January 13, 1961, in Tacoma, 
at which this group agreed to become a cooperating organization 
with the Progressive Youth Organizing Committee but would con- 
tinue to call themselves the Marxist-Leninist Youth Organization.

WASHINGTON COMMITTEE FOR PRUTECTION OF FOREIGN BORN 


"The Lamp", official organ of the American Committee 
for Protection of Foreign Born (ACPFB), in its August, 199, 
issue reported thet the Northwest Committee - for Protection of 
Foreign Born (NWCPFB) was established st Seattle, Washington 
in July, 1949, as a part of the ACPFB. The ACPIB has been 
designated by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant 
to Executive Order 1050, 


Mre. BARBARA NARPLE, admitted member and officer 
of the Communist Party in Washington State during the period 
1934 to 195k, testified on December 13, 1956, that the 
NWCPFB in 195) changed its name and became the Washington 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Born (WCPFB): that the 
NWCPFB, the WCPFB and ACPFB were parts of the same organization; 
that the WCPFB was controlled lock, stock, and barrel by the 
Communist conspiracy; and that WCPFB officers MARION KINNEY, 
Executive Secretary; CECELIA CORR, Treasurer; and CLARA A. 
PAULSON, Recording Secretary, were each known to her as a 
"Communist", 


A mimeographed letter disseminated in November, 1956, 
with the return address of the WCPFB, stated that, "The Committee 
is an unaffiliated non-partisan body devoted to the preservation 
of democratic rights of all foreign born residents of the United 
States, Its program is to arouse widespread and unceasing public 
protest against the application of the hundreds of unfair and 
inhumane provisions of the Walter-McCarran law... We work to 
effect repeal of. the law and to secure enactment of a humane 
democratic immigration code. We help provide legal defense 
and public support to any foreign born person requesting our 
assistance,

On February 23, 1960, a source reported that the

bookstore and directed the Communist Party State Board to set up 
a Party committee for this purpose.

NELSON reported on the WCC, NELSON announced that the comm +t, 
was determined to have the bookstore opened by the earlies 
possible date, probably October 15 °(1960).

A second source in February and March, 1960, advised 
that a committee of Commnist Party members during those months : 
commenced organization of the Washington Cultural Cooperative 
with authorized capital of $2,000, which was to sell shares and 
make other plans for operation of a bookstore selling "progressive" 
literature at Seattle. _In.May and dume, 1960, this source reported 
that BURT NELSON, on May 18, 1960, stated the Communist Party 
District Literature Commission would concern itself with the 
bookstore and other types of literature to be sold. On May 31, 
1960, NELSON suggested October 1, 1960, as the tentative opening 
date of the bookstore. . ; 


The second source advised on November 2, 1960, that the 
principal aim of the WCC is to establish a bookstore in the Seattle 
area, inasmich as this need has long been recognized by the 
Washington State Communist Party due to difficulties encountered 
in maintaining a party literature apparatus and they desire to 
have avallable public facilities to attract supporters and 
sympathizers. This source stated that the WCC had obtained

organization, a group called the Young Political Explorers.

WANDA HUBBARD, & Communist Party member, stated that she was 
the youth director of the Young Political Explorers. She stated 
there were two groups in Washington and the Seattle group had 
fifteen active members. The age limits were from twelve to 
twenty years of age. The purpose of the group was to examine 
all political ideas, ineluding socialism. . 


A fourth source also reported on the CP Downtown Club 
meeting on October 30, 1958. ‘This informant stated that WANDA 
HUBBARD stated that the youths had chosen the name of Young 
Political Explorers, which is a statewide organization and was 
formerly known as the Labor Youth League. WANDA HUBBARD stated 
it is directly supported and directed by the Communist Party 
and concentrates on teenagers from twelve to twenty.

A source advised on August 31, 1961, that a meeting of 
several Communist Party (CP) members was held in Seattle, Washington, 
on August 21, 1961, at which BURT GALE NELSON, Chairman of the 
Northwest District, CP, USA (NWDCP), outlined what transpired at 
a recent National Committee (NC) meeting of the CP, USA, in New 
York City. NELSON stated that the June 5, 1961, decision of the 
U.S. Supreme Court regarding the Internal Security Act of 1950 was 
discussed by the NC and that the Citizens Committee for Constitutional 

“Liberties (CCCL) was formed through the influence of, and initiated 
by, the CP to fight for the Bill of Rights and reversal of the June 
Sth Supreme Court decision, NELSON stated that the NC directed all 
areas to set up local committees in defense of constitutional 
liberties with the broedest possible participation to rally support 
for the same aims for which the CCCL is fighting, NELSON did not 
indicate that this local committee would be directly connected with 
the CCCL, and it was decided at the August 21, 1961, meeting that 
the name of the group in the Seattle area would be called the 
"Provisional Northwest Committee for Defense of Constitutional 
Liberties" (FNWCIFDCL;. NELSUM said it is the intention of the PNWCFDCL 
to develop broad mass contacts with progressive people who will help 
through sponsorship, contributions of money, and technical help. The 
headquarters of the PNWCFDCL are located in Room 118, Humanist Building, 
60 University Streat, Seattle, Washington, 


The same source also reported that the NWDCP assigned the 
following CP members in Seattle as officers of the PNWCFDCL: ELMER 
KISTLER, NWDCP Treasurer, to be Chairman; and MARION KINNEY, Secretary. 
It was reported that the core of the PNWCFDCL should include HILDUR 
JOSEPHINE HUGHES, e member of the NWDCP State Board. Following the 
August 21, 1961, meeting, supra, CP clubs in the Seattle area were 
notified regarding the PNYCLDCL and urged to help this local committee 
in all ways possible. On December 19, 1961, this source also advised 
that this committee continued to function, 


According to this same source on April 4, 1962, the 
PNWCFDCL is now known as the CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTIES COMMITTER OF 
WASHINGTON (CLCW) and that MARION KINNEY continues to serve as 
Secretary. Literature distributed publicly in Seattle during April, 
1962, advertising a speech by Dr. HERBERT APTHEKER on April 27, 1962, 
indicated the literaturé emanated from the CLOW. Dr. APTHFKER is 
described therein as "now editor of Political Affairs, theoretical 
organ of the Communist Party, USA."

On February 9, 1961, a source advised that the 

Progressive Youth Organizing Committee (PYOC) was established 
at a national socialist-oriented youth conference held in 
Chicago, Illinois, December 30, 1960, thraugh January 1, 1961. 

’ This conference was the result of a mandate issued by the 
National Executive Committee, Communist Party, USA, calldrig 
for a youth conference to establish an organizing committee 
whose objective would be to set up a national socialist-ortented 
youth organization. The conference scheduled a convention to 
be held within a year to found a new national socialist-oriented 
youth organization. 


On June 19, 1961, another source advised that it 
was decided at the meeting of the National Council of the 
PYOC held in Detroit, Michigan, June 17 and 18, 1961, that 
the founding conference for the national youth organization 
to be established by the PYOC would be held sometime during the 
Fall of 1962. 


On May 20, 1962, a third source advised that the 
PYOC has its headquarters at 80 Clinton Street, New York,

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PROGRESSIVE YOUTH ORGANIZING COMMITTEE, KNOWN IN SEATTLE 
AS NORTHWEST YOUTH FOR PROGRESSIVE ACTION. 


A source stated that a meeting was held on August 20, 21, 
1960 at Sequim Bay State Park, Washington, for the purpose of organiz~ 
ing the Marxist - Leninist study groups in. the State and the Northwest, 
into a formal organization. The following statement was approved: 


We are the Marxist-Leninist Youth Organization 
devoted to political and educational movements 
which may arise in our separate communities.. 
We are for socialized medicine, peace, quality, 
and integration. We are not ashamed of being 
Marxist-Leninists, we are proud of it because 
it is right. All our movements will be toward 
the left and toward socialism. 


A second source advised on September 13, 1960, that the 
Central Committee of the Young Marxists would consiste of LYNN 
PHILLIPS, WILLIAM KILDALL (temporary chairman), KAE HALONEN, WANDA 
HUBBARD and JOHN HEALY. 


A third source advised in November, 1960, that BILL 
KILDALL, KAE HALONEN and WANDA HUBBARD were members of the Communist 
Party (CP) and JOHN HEALY was a member of the District Committee 
and District Board of the Northwest District CP. 


According to the first source, BILL KILDALL stated on 
December 17, 1960 that it was official that the Marxist - Leninist 
Young Adult Group was allied with the CP as the CP had contributed . 
£90.00 to the fund to send delegates to the Youth Conference in Chicago. 


The first source stated that a eee of Young Adult 
Marxist - Leninist groups was held January 13, 1 in Tacoma, 
Washington, at which this group agreed to become a cooperating 
organization with the Progressive Youth Organizing Committee but 

would continue to call themselves the Marxist-Leninist Youth Organizatiion. 


The second source advised that a meeting was held at Seattle, 
May. 1h, 1961, at which time the.above group ratified Northwest Youth 
for Progressive Action (NYPA) as the statewide group name. 


A fourth source reported in May, 1962, the NYPA held a 
social function in Seattle on May 11, 1962 and continues to be active 
in the State of Washington.

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WASHINGTON COMMITTEE FOR PROTECTION OF FOREIGN BORN 


"The Lamp," official organ of the American Committee 
for Protection of Foreign Born (ACPFB), in its August, 1949, 
issue reported that the Northwest Committee for Protection of 
Foreign Born (NWCPFB) was established at Seattle, Washington, 
in July, 1949, as a part of the ACPFB. The ACPFB has been 
designated by the Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


Mrs. BARBARA HARTLE, admitted member and officer of 
the Communist Party (CP) in Washington State, during the 
period 1934 to 1954, testified on December 13, 1956, that 
the NWCPFB in 1954 changed its name and became the Washington 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Born (WCPFB); that the 
NWCPFB, the WCPFB, and ACPFB were parts of the same organiza~ 
tion; that the WCPFB was controlled lock, stock, and barrel 
by the Communist conspiracy; and that WCPFB officers MARION 
KINNEY, Executive Secretary; CECELIA CORR, Treasurer; and 
CLARA A. PAULSON, Recording Secretary, were each known to her 
as a "Communist." 


A mimeographed letter disseminated in November, 
1956, with the return address of the WCPFB, stated that, "The 
Committee is an unaffiliated non-partisan body devoted to 
the preservation of democratic rights of all foreign born 
residents of the United States. Its program is to arouse 
widespread and unceasing public protest against the applica- 
tion of the hundreds of unfair and inhumane provisions of the 
Walter-McCarran law... We work to effect repeal of the law 
and to secure enactment of a humane democratic immigration 
code. We help provide legal defense and public support to 
any foreign-born person requesting our assistance." 


In May, 1962, an announcement disseminated in the 
vicinity of Seattle réflected that the WCPFB was scheduling 
its annual "Spring Festival" meeting to be held in Seattle

On February 23, 1960, a source reported the Communist 
Party (CP), Northwest District Committee, at a meeting in 
‘January, 1960, decided to prepare for opening a cooperative 
bookstore and directed the CP State Board to set up # Party 
committee for this purpose, 


The above source also reported that at a state-wide 
CP conference held on August 27, 1960, CP District Chairman 
BURT NELSON reported on the WCC, NELSON announced the committes ’ 
was determined to have the bookstore opened by the earliest 
possible date, probably October 15 (1960). He urged support 
of the Wcc, 

A second source in Vebruary and Narch, 1960, advised 
a committee of CP members. during those months commenced organi- 
zatien of the WCC with authorized capital of $2,000 which was 
to sell shares and make other plans for operation of a bookstore 
selling "progressive" Literature.at Seattle. In May and June, 
1860, this source reported BURT NELSON, on May 18, 1950, stated 
the CP District Literature Commission would concern itself with 
the bookstore and other types of literature to be sold. On 
May 31, 1960, BURT NELSON suggested October 1, 1960, as the 
tentative, opening date of the bookstore. 


. A second source advised on November 2, 1960, the 
“principal aim of the WCC is to establish a bookstore in the 
Seattle area inasmuch as this need has long been recognized by 
the Washington State CP due to difficulties encountered in main- 
taining a Party literature apparatus, and it is desired to have 
available public facilities to attract supporters and sympathizers. 
This source stated the WCC has obtained 2 location for its 
bookstore at 710 Stewart Street, Seattle, and operations 
commenced at that location on November 5, 1960. 


A third source advised on May 6, 1968, that the WCC 
held its annual meeting of.shareholders at Seattle, on 
April 28, 1968. As a part of the business at this meeting, 
a report was made on the financial and operational status of 
"Co-op Books", 710 Stewart Street, Seattle, for the preceding 
year,
